T has been for fome time announced to the public, 

that an Epic Poem, on the fubje&t of the American 
revolution, was in preparation, by a gentleman from 
Esrope, now refident.m this country. Perhaps no 
other event in the hiftory of man, as a fubjec&t of epic 
poetry, has an equal claimon the exertion and anima- 
tion of genius, with the emancipation of the weftern 
vorld. 
od dows from the remote periods of antiquity, are 
founded ona comparatively narrow bafis. ‘The Rape 
of Helen; the Return of Ulyffes to-Ithaca, from the 
fiege of Troy; or the transferring an infinificant co- 
Jony in a few barques from the Leffer Afia to the 
weftern coat of Italy, have been thefubjects of thofe 

reat mafter pieces of poetry, penned by Homer and 
Virgil, which ftand at the head of all poetic excel- 
lence, and have commanded the attention of man- 
kind ‘or hundreds of centuries back, and been preferv- 
ed asthe moft precious of all reliques, when in danger 
from the devaftation of war, Vandalifm, and confla- 
gration. If the genius of fuch authors as Homer and 
Virgil, could aggrandize events, even in thofe limit- 
ej times, of no great moment in the eye of the hifto- 
rian, fo as to render them immortal in the memory of 
mankind, by the ‘* magic of fong,”” how much the 
more fhouid this fublime ircident of our own times, 
the AMertcaw Rerotutton, awaken genius, and en- 
able it to tranfmit to pofterity, in all thé folidity of 
philofophy, and the beautiful colourings of poetry, 
this srory oF Fame, this real Revolution, which, in 
its confequences, in¢ludes no lefs in the general con- 
dition of maa, than a transfer from tyranny, flavery, 
and fubjugation, to the benignity of rational govern- 
ment, equal liberty, and the advancement of that tem- 
poral felicity defigned for man by, Nature, while a re- 
fident on this {phere of her creation. : 

[tis with a high degree of congratulation the pub- 
lic are now informed, that Tat Cotumsiap, an epic 
poem on the Jate revolution in North America, is in 
great forwardnefs for publication. It is to confit of 
twelve books, the firft eight of which are compleated. 
This poem is written in what is called blank verfe, 
that is, the poetical language of Nature, “ unadulte- 
rated by rhyme,” which, as Dr. Young fays, és the 

allen ftate of poetry. 

f Aenthes “ar from this poem, previoufly to 
its publication, will not, it is hoped, be unacceptable 
tothe public. Among a variety of paflages the be- 
ginning of the fecond book claims pre-eminence, and 
which 1s now tran{mitted for publication. Itmay be 
proper to add, that this work will be accontpamied 
with notes, deduced from the text. and throwing fach 
lights on the matters noticed inthe poem, as are in- 
difsenfible in every work of this fort, where fable 
cannot ufurp the place of hiftorical fact, and where, 
from the recency of events, the licence of imagina- 
tion muft neceffurily be controuled, in order to effect, 
what is withed, A REPUBLICAN POEM, On the events 
of the American revolution, at once comprifing all 
that is pleafing in poetry, and yet refponfive to the 
views and interefts of trath and liberty.

ON THE EUROPEAN COLONIAL SYSTEM, AND PAR- 
TICULARLY THAT FORMERLY ADOPTED BY 
FRANCE. 


(CONCLUDED, FROM NO. 16.) | 


From the experience France has had in coloniz- 
ing Guiana and Cayenne, 4 principle shay be laid 
down, that, in futare, to colonies thould be planted 
On any great continent, where Europ have al- 
ready gota foothold, or whete there is an abundant 
native population of the aboriginials; but rather to 
colonize {mall iffands, eafj 
induftry will be a matter of neceffity, and wHere the 
fociety of the colonifts tay not be corripted by 2 
connexion with perfons tranfported for crimes, or 
other abandoned chara@ters. 


Calonne, endeavoured to’ plant a ‘colony in Corfica, 
and introduce the culture of the tea fhrub from Chi- 
na. The land for the colonifts was neither granted 
nor purchafed. The tea plants arrived either dead 
or in a ftate of decay: 150,009 livres were expend: 
ed, merely for clearing out about 26 atres of land, 
on which were afterwards planted fore olive trees. 
Mandet, commandant of Calvi, re-demanded this 
fund as his owa, and obtained 4000 livres yearly 
rent for the eftablifiment. This was the nish who 
afterwards betrayed. Toulon to the Englith, where 
he had procured the command, and Pitt, who loves 
treafon better than traitors, paid 4 trifling fum fot 
his villainy, and afterwards left him to perith poot 
and miferable in Italy. ; 

Of all placés at prefent néceflaty to be colonided 
from France, none offers fo fait a profpe&t of fuccels ag 
Madagafcar. Our old government is blameablé in ho- 
thing more than in having fo eafily abandoned their 
fettlements in that ifland. But every attempt of this 


mercial intéveft of the inhabitants of the ifle of France. 
If now colonized, Madagafoar would indemnify us for 
any loffes of territory in the Weft-Indies, and even fot 
St. Domingo itfelf, if not recovered. 

He muft be a hort fighted politician who does not 
fee, and that at no great diftance, the time when our 
Weft India iflands will form a league among them- 
felves to become an independent government, affited 
by their neighbours on the main continent of America. 
In fach cafe, intereft and policy difate to France to’ 


ture of fugarand coffee ; and fince we have renounc- 
ed the flave trade, and raifed the flaves in the iflands 
to the dignified condition of freemen, it ought to be 
forefeen, that under the fyftem of freedom, the pro- 
duce of the Weft Indies will become fcarcer than 
heretofore, and fo much the more dear ; efpecially as 
their lands are beginning to be exhaufted. ' 
_ All thefe things confidered, would it not be politic 
in France to make the Archipelago of the Biflagots, 
the centre of our fugar trade? This Archipelago con- 
tains 25 or 30 iflands, in nearly about 10 degrees of 
north latitude ; and feparated from the continent of 
Africa only by a channel of about a league broad. 
Great are the advantages of fuch a fituation, and co- 
lonies from France, planted there, could not fail of 
facceis, if the republic were only fo fortunate as to 
find a chief for the expedition, capable of directing ; 
‘enlightened, with forefight, and at once firm and 
humane. | 7 sles ak?) ds 

Perhaps it would not be poffible to fettle thefe 
| iflands without a mixture of perfons, whom their 
‘criminality made it neceflary to expel from their 
country ; but thefe fhould be amenable to particular 
regulations, and not to the general legiflation of the 
colony. | 

It isa fact, that the Englith, our rivals, have their 
eye upon this part of Africa, as well as the adjacent 
continent ; and have it mach at heart to form effa- 
blifhments there, without making much noife about

In regard to the fyftem of exile, attended by clofe [ may be expected that fome of our writers, and efpe- 


confinement, it is a radical miftake to fuppofe that a 
man can live feveral yearsin a new country on bread 
and water, without contracting putrid fevers,’ and 
diforganizing his whole fyitem; it is alfoan abfurd 
opinion that a long feclufion from fociety does not 
deitroy the ftrength of the body, injure health, and 
inftil a certain vindictive ferocity into haman nature. 
Tt is alfo an error in legiflators to make much account 
of the labour of a folitary exile. Every individual, 
the fruits of whofe laboar are not wholly confined to 
himfelf, becomes a flave in fact, imbibes the liitlefs- 
nefs and inattention of the charaéter; and abhors la- 
bour as the greatelt of evils. Fora governmeatto go 
fhares in the produdts of a criminal’s labour, has 
fomething mean and unbecoming in itfelf. Rather 
fhould it be written over the door of the hut or cell 
of every banifhed criminal, ‘* Dic, or labour for a 
livelihood ;”’ and thus give a free courfe to his in- 
duttry. 

Tt is both in | \oral and impolic to bound the prof- 
pects of a deli, juent to hope and repentance only; 
to oblige him to forget his calling, if he had any. and 
by deprefling the faculties of his mind for ten, fifteen 
or twenty years, to prevent him from bettering his 
condition in life. 

Tranfportation, on unlimited terms, anfwers every 
purpofe of legal punifhment.. [t leaves the guilty 
perfon in poflefiion of fucha fhare of bis liberty as is 
neceflary to preferve and ameliorate his exiftence.. A 
vicious member of fociety fhould be left to the exer- 
tion of his own means for exiftence, in a fituation 
where he cannot injure others : and thefe are the only 
fetters by which he fhould be reftrained,

ON THE MEANS OF PROMOTING TASTE IN READING. 


I: belongs to men of learning to fugget, diffufe 
and direst to its trae aim the tafe for elegant liter- 
ature among their country men. ‘The natural dif- 
pofition of the Americans of thefe flates feem, per- 
haps, more than that of any other nation, from 
various happy circumftances, remarkably bent to- 
wards every thing belonging to tafte; but the whole 
nation, and indeed each individual, from the very be- 
gining of the fettlement to the prefent time have 
been involved fo rapidly in affairs either public or 
domeftic of more high intered, that hardly any time 
could have been {pared to confider in what confiils, 
or of what ufe may be the above named fcience. 
The prefent fortunate continuation of peace on this 
continent, however, is certainly favourable for bring- 
ing to perfection and maturity the advantages Ame- 
rica is pofleffed of refpeing the precious qualificati- 
on hinied at. One of the moft efficacious means to 
opperate that defirable event might be to appear at 
firit to follow in order really to model and develope 
the elements fit to render it ufeful. The reigning 
fafhion of reading novels may afford materials in 
abundance for that objeét, evenin confining onefelf 
to works of the firft rate merit, and efpectally to new 
publications. Their beauties and tendency might be 
prefented to the public through a periodical work 
in a concife literary manner, which would both a- 
waken the obfervation and double the enjoyment in 
reading tMe originals that wou'd probib y produce 
the defirable end of more eff:taally adorning the 
mind, and accuftomine the underftanding to a jul 
eitimate of the views of authors and render the whole 
fubfervient to an increafe of refined amufement and 
real happinefs. In order to corroborate the prefent 
idea we hall give the opinion of a few philofophers 
and critics on the fubje& in their own words: one 
fays, We confefs our difference from thofe who con- 
fider all romances merely as books of amufcment. 
It is certainly in the power of a moral, fenfible wri- 
ter, to convey inftructioa in any form or guife he 
fhall think fit to affume; and confidering the pre- 
vailing tafte of the prefent age, we know not, whe- 
ther, as a novelift, his leffons are not moft likely to 
command atteniion. 

Another obferves, Piecepts illuftrated by well drawn 
charaéters, and enlivened by interefting adventures, 
are aptly defigned to ftrik attention with greater force 
than they poflibly could, if unaccompanied with thefe 
agreeable additions. 

Again, compofitions of this kind when conducted 
by a writer of fine talents and elegant tafte, may be 
rendered as beneficial as delectable ; they have this 
peculiar advantage, that by making a forcible im- 
prefion on the imagination, they anfwer the pur- 
pofes of conviétion and perfuation with the generall- 
ty of mankind, much better thana direét appeal to 
the judgment. Very few are difpofed to relith the 
dry precepts of morality, or to connect a lengthened 
chain of reafoning ; the majority muft be entestain- 
ed with novelty, hamoured with fiction, and as it 
were cheated into inftru@tion. Old as the world is, 
it will not attendigo the grave !effons of wifdon un- 
lefs pleafure introduces the fage.

doubt that offering them to the enlightened peopie

by the gifts Nature endowed thenr with, to thew to 
the public the accuratenefs and fagacity of their an- 
derftandiag, will very likely foon amufe themielves in 
exercifing their pen in the way mentioned above:

means could not afford them to get, thofe who are 
proprietors of e.ther public or private libraries, will

By a gentleman paffenger in the Danifh foip Chriflians 
Haven, Captain Patrick Corran, arrived yeflerday im 43 
days from Teneriffe, we have receivcd the following. 

DEFEAT OF THE BRITISH AT TENERIFFE. 

On the morning of the 22d July, the town of Santa 
Cruiz was alarmed at the appearance of feven Britifh 
fhips lying off, and 36 armed boats that ranged acrofs 
the harbour. It feemed evidently their intention to 
have landed, in town before day, but failing in that at- 
tempt they returned tothe fhipping. At 10 o'clock 
about 1200 men were landed, and pofted themfelves 
upon the’fummit ofa fecond ridge of mountains on the 
N. E. while the Spaniards were ftationed on the firft 
ridge, which commanded the enterance into the town 
by a narrow paflage. Some trifling fiting enfued with- 
out lofs on either fide. At night the Eng!lith re-em- 
barked, and the fhips ftood of and on until the even- 
ing of the 24th, wien all came to anchor. A bomb 
ketch commenced a partial fire on a diltant fort, by 
way of attracting the attention of the Spaniards, 
which was warmly returned. Between one and two 
o’clock, the town was alarmed by the approach of 
boats, and the forts inftantly commenced a heavy and 
inceffant fire upon them. ‘The darknefs of the night 
tavored the views of the Englith, and between 8 and 
goo landed id two parties on each fide of the cafle. 
One {mall party of 50 men,commanded by Admiral 
Nelfon, and Captain Bowen, landed on the Mole; the 


firft loft his right arm, and immediately retured on } 


beard. Captain Bowen, with moft of his little party 
was kiiled advancing tothe charge. The other par- 
ty, penetrated into the town, affuited the calile, were 
repulfed and at laft took refuge ina convent. Thi- 
ther they were purfued by the Spaniards, who by this 
time, had placed cannon in the ttreets and avenues 
that led to it. The Englifh finding themfelves fur- 
rounded on every fide, offered terms to the General, 
in which they propofed to march out, without doing 
injury to the town, upon condition of being deliver- 
ed the money in the public treafury, and the cargo 
of a Manilla ship in the harbour, which they erron- 
eoufly fuppofed worth 10 cr 15 millions. 

The Spauvifh General was fired with indignation 
at the propofal, and was about giving the fignal for 
Maffacre, when they furrendered upon condition of 
marching out with their arms, and nor ferving in any 
expedition againft the Canary Iflands for twelve 
months. The lofs of the Eoglith was about 100 
killed and wounded on fhere, and the officers {uppof- 
ed between 150 and 209 drowned in a cutter that was 
funk and from their boats inlaraing. The Spaniards 
under arms were eighteen killed and thirty wounded, 
together with fome private perfons who were im- 
prudently in the ftreets, among whom was Mr. C. 
Roony, an trifh Geatleman, known for his humanity 
to the diftreffed, and generous affiftance and attention 
to foreigners who vifit the Ifand. 

The captiulation being figned ard the prifoners 
collected on the Mole. The Spanifh General ¢aufed 
bread and wine to be given and every affiftance to the 
wounded, and humanely offered to take thofe under 
his care, who fhould be thought too ill to be carried 
on board.—He received a very handfome letter from 
Admiral Nelfon, in which was exprefled unbounded 
gratitude for his humanity, adding that he would 
take the fir opportunity of communicating it to his 
Sovereign. | ee

Arriv’d, Schooner Lucy, }. Brewfter. from Guada- 
loupe, 14 days. On the 25th, captain B. was fpoken 
by the French privateer iloop, Barcola, of Guada- 
loupe ; which on the 1gth in lat. 33. long. 70. had 
taken the fchooner Lucy, belonging to Mr. Shadon 
of New-York, loaded with rum ; they put on board 
captain B. Meff. and Brade, two paffengers ta- 
ken out of the above prize.

Peace between Portugal-and France. 


London Aug. 13. 

The following meflage, which appears in the Redac- 
teur, will fhew, that Portugal has concluded peace 
with the French Republic. The terms perhaps are 
not fuch as this cou could have wifhed; but let 
them be what they ‘ail, they muft be favourable to 
our wifhes for peace; for now our negociators can 
make no pretext for delay on account of the interefts 
of our allies. 

Meffage to the Council of Five Hundred. 
‘* Citizens Reprefentatives, 

“ The Exeeutive Direétory has juft decreed and 
apes a treaty of peace, concluded yelterday, the 23d 

the prefent month, Auguft to, with Portugal, ne- 
gociated in the name of the French Republic by citi-. 
zen Charles Delacroix, minifter plenipotentiary, in- 
velted with powers to this effect, by a decree dated 
3oth Meffidor laft, and in the name of her faithful 
majefty the queen of Portugal, by M. d’Aranjo, in- 
vetted with full powers, figned at the palace of Que- 
lun, June to, 1797. ‘The Direfory has tranfmiited 
to you this treaty, in execution of the 33 3d article of 
the confitution, and invites you to take it into your 
confiderations. :

“ LEGARDE, Secretary.’»
